North Korea, Iran, and those pesky congressional scandals 
have finally caught with George Bush 


LESSER MORTALS ARE CAPTIVE 
THE WORLD, BUT SUPERMEN 
MAKE THEIR OWN REALITY. THAT, 


a year or two ago, was the boast of White 
House iiber thug Karl Rove. Now, it seems, 
an oops — or two, or three, or four — is in 
order. North Korea has an atomic bomb. 
Iran is on its way to building one. More US 
soldiers were wounded Iraq last month 
(776) than at any time in the past two years. 
And the combined congressional sex and 
influence-for-sale scandals threaten — 
thank heaven throw the Republicans 
out power the House and possibly the 
Senate. Makes one wonder why the main- 
stream press thought the Bushies were 
invincible for long. Bush bashers’ glee 
the face of this turn of events is tempered, 


of course, by the sobering fact that these de- 2 


velopments with the exception the do- 
mestic scandals in Congress — are bad news 
for the world, which is more treacherous 
and unstable today than it was before 9/11. 


Terrorist maestro Osama bin Laden, still = 


inconveniently at large, performed a satan- 
ic service by awakening the international 
community the true scope the Islamist 
threat when his minions attacked Wash- 
ington and New York. But, in the wake of 
those murderous outrages, it was the serial 
miscalculations, missteps, and lies of 
George W. Bush that have delivered us to 
the brink of crisis in three discrete theaters 
of confrontation. 

NORTH KOREA. It is not unreasonable to 
assume that President Bush provoked 
tyrant Kim Jong into reactivating his na- 
tion’s nuclear-weapons program, which 
due to the limited but nevertheless success- 
ful diplomatic efforts of President Clinton 
had been slowed put back burner. 
When Bush attacked mistaken nuclear 
renegade Saddam Hussein, took his eye 
off Kim, certifiable menace. Kim calcu- 
lated — correctly it seems — that he could 
defy North Korea’s lone international ally, 
China, and simultaneously thumb his nose 
Bush. The punishing international sanc- 
tions that have been readied for Pyongyang 
were not enough to deter Kim, who has al- 
ready demonstrated that willing 
starve millions his subjects preserve 
his room for international maneuver. Make 
no mistake: Kim is the villain, but Bush is 
his enabler, his provocateur, his unwitting 
inspiration. diplomatically isolating the 
United States from working and effective 
relationships with other nations result 
of his foolish Iraq war, Bush has embold- 
ened Kim. was gross miscalculation, 
born of the arrogant belief that America 
alone can police the world. 

IRAN. The situation here is even more 
muddled than it is in North Korea. The 


Iranians secretly and systematically violated 
their promises not build nuclear 
weapons. The radical-Islamist Iranians con- 
tinue to insist, in the face of international 
disbelief, that they seek nuclear capacity 
only for the peaceful purpose of economic 
development. But grave are concerns 
about Iran’s true motives that even France 
and Germany are willing to take a hard line 
against it. The problem that China and 
Russia, indispensable nations in this case, 
are not. A nuclear Iran, while not welcome, 
does not pose the same threats the 
Chinese and the Russians as it does to 
Americans and their European allies. 

A quantifiable factor in the position Rus- 
sia and China take regarding this issue is 
that both nations make a lot of money trad- 
ing with Iran. Those vital economic ties give 
them confidence that they have leverage 
with Iran that the US does not enjoy. Inex- 
plicable may seem America, the 
Russians and Chinese don’t think and act 
liferation unless the threat to them is black 
and white. Even North Korea appears 
shades of gray, at least for now, to the Chi- 
nese, which shares border with Kim. 
America’s problem that while want 
constrain nuclear development, our greater 
interest lies more maintaining our pre- 
eminent position than fostering nonpro- 
liferation. adopt more flexible posi- 
our interest. Witness the hard line the has 
taken with Pakistan’s nuclear program, but 
the softer approach taken with India. 


one doubts that the Pakistani program

poses threat world peace, especially 
when the strong influence that nation’s 
radical-Muslim faction and its ties terror- 
ists are taken into account. But few warm to 
the prospect fully nuclear India. And 
the face Europe that more hostile 
the than usual because Bush’s Iraq ad- 
venture, which angers the millions of Mus- 
lims who now live within European borders, 
China and Russia correctly calculate that de- 
spite its military might America diplo- 
disadvantage. These are harsh reali- 
ties. But they are the fruits Bush. Tough 
talk and cowboy conduct have their price. 

IRAQ. The root of international instabili- 
grows with every tick the clock. 
The number insurgent attacks against 
forces has doubled over the past year from 
400 to 800 each week. Even the US ambas- 
sador Iraq, Zalmay Khalilzad, now ad- 
mits that local violence more threatening 
Iraq than insurgency, with more than 
6000 dead the past two months. 
That’s more than the number who died dur- 
ing the first year. Against this grim 
backdrop the making plans keep 
140,000 troops Iraq for four more years. 

The bipartisan study group co-chaired 
former Republican secretary of state James 
Baker and former Democratic congressman 
Lee Hamilton appears to be working toward 
series that may re- 
sult withdrawal troops from Iraq 
before 2010. But the big question whether 
the pull that reality will strong enough 
disengage Bush. Even is, the new nu- 
clear reality that Bush has helped foster 
will still with the world.

UNDER THE 
COVERS BATTLE 


Rock-and-roll beefs are never quite as delicious as the heat- 
packing rivalries of their hip-hop brethren. Mogwai guitarist 
Barry Burns publicly hates on James Blunt by posting online, 
“I have spewed blood down dirty toilets with more talent than 
him. Twat.” But rappers like 50 Cent and the Game know that 
launching a flaming war is wack — you don’t mean what you 
say unless you've got a firearm to back it up. 

So imagine a world where Billy Joel is a machine-gun- 
wielding street hoodlum who tosses rocks at glass houses and 
fires rounds at Rick James. Where Ozzy Osbourne bites off 
Rivers Cuomo’s head and leaves behind a bloody body-stump. 
Where the Dead Kennedys’ logo beats Van Halen's winged 
emblem with the missing leg of the hobbled dog on an Alice 
in Chains cover. That's pretty much the hysterically brilliant 
mélée that goes down in Ugly Pictures’s Battle of the Album 
Covers, a two-minute-plus short film in which classic album 
covers come alive for an animated artwork-on-artwork Monty 
Python-esque Celebrity Deathmatch . 

Commissioned for an annual charity event in New York 
City called Battle of the Ad Bands, Battle of the Album Covers 
premiered on September 27 at NYC’s the Supper Club. “The 
reaction was so amazing — nobody could hear the sound 
because people were cheering so loud,” says Ugly Pictures’s 
co-founder Rohitash Rao. “Minutes after 
the screening was over, people demanded 
a copy. The next day, we tried to put it on 
YouTube and somebody had already put 
it on there.” 

The short took three months to make, 
from scouring record shops for vinyl — 
Ugly Pictures didn’t want to use CD cov- 
ers, “so that the film would have a very 
textural quality to it” — to choosing the 
musical victors carefully. “You couldn't 
have Coldplay defeat somebody like Pink 
Floyd — nobody would have it,” Rao 
points out. “If Van Halen had defeated 


the Dead Kennedys, | think people would have protested. And 
there was no way that Weezer was going to win against Ozzy 
Osbourne.” 

Another detail the creators mulled over was what object 
would come out of the famously bulging crotch of the Rolling 
Stones’ Sticky Fingers. The head of Phil Collins from No Jacket Re- 
quired? Insect-size, buzzing Van Halen logos? They opted for the 
Velvet Underground’s Warhol banana. 

There’s also a snippet where the half-nude cover models 


from Roxy Music's Country Life attack Encore-era Eminem with 


their private parts. “The funniest conversation we had was, 
what was going to fly out of the girls’ breasts? At one point 
it was going to be the lasers or bullets being shot out of 
her breasts, but then that was 
too Austin Powers.” They settled 
on having her nipples launch 
missiles. But then they needed 
to decide what the other model 
would pull from her lacy pant- 
ies. “My partner, Abraham 
[Spear] said, ‘What about radial 
saw-blades?’ You don’t often 
hear that, ‘Let’s have radial saw- 
blades come out of a woman’s 
crotch.’ And I thought that was a 
great moment in our filmmaking 
history.” 
The Battle of the Album Covers has

Lydon loses Lowell 


When Christopher Lydon — ex—New York 
Times reporter, former Boston mayoral 
candidate, self-styled “venture broadcaster,” 
and host of the radio program Open Source — 
announced earlier this week that his show 
and the University of Massachusetts Lowell 
were parting ways, he did so in typically 
Lydonian fashion. 

“We wanted UMass Lowell around for the 
longer term,” Lydon wrote at RadioOpenSource 
.org. “We loved the association along Thoreau’s 
own Merrimack River with both town (as in: 
Kerouac, Whistler, Tsongas) and gown (as in: 
green chemistry, nanotechnology, and endless 
regeneration of immigrants and industry).” 

Alas, it was not to be. According to UMass 
Lowell spokesperson Patti McCafferty, inter- 
im chancellor David MacKenzie decided the 
school couldn't afford to keep paying Lydon 


were who we wanted to be when we grew 
up.” They realized early on that the world 
at large “had no use for the kind of music 
we were making.”) But it was his own com- 
ing of age as a music fan that the class 
seemed to find most interesting. In high 
school, he’d sneak from suburban Con- 
necticut to Manhattan to see the New York 
Dolls, arriving in class the next day with 
sleepy eyes still smeared with makeup.

Decontrol and the Freeze (both re- 
cently profiled in the documentary 
American Hardcore), the days when 
a few local bands at the Channel 
could easily draw 1500 kids. Shred 
had a couple of confessions to 
make. 1) Once a “Central Mass idi- 
ot” getting fucked up on acid and 
weed, he bought in to the Boston

After class, Fournier, who 
will be publishing a book on the

$12,500 a month to host Open Source — which, 
confusingly, is broadcast in Boston by WGBH 
(89.7 FM) and distributed nationally by Public 
Radio International.

What 
happened last weekend the 
Orange Bowl drubbing Florida 
International University underscored 
emerging trend football misbe- 
havior: on-field violence. Tennessee 
Titan Albert Haynesworth and the 
Hurricanes have starred in the lion’s 
share of these recent headlines, but 
their actions have by no means been 
isolated incidents. 

Few remember that the Hurri- 
canes had major during 
practice last summer, when an over- 
aggressive pancaking guard Der- 
rick Morse led to an offense-versus- 
defense fracas that left him sidelined 
for eight weeks with a broken shoul- 
der.

the Patrick-campaign ethos. The set-up 
for the Quincy affair wasn’t ideal: who 
wants to leave home (or come straight 
from work) at 7 pm on a Wednesday 
night, in the dark, while it’s raining? 
Just before seven, though, Quincy High 
School was buzzing. Outside, people 
held blue-and-white Patrick-campaign 
signs. the lobby, tables stocked with 
campaign materials (sign-ups for phone 
banks, lawn signs, canvasses, and rides 
the polls, well fundraising 
envelopes, absentee ballots, position 
papers, and bumper stickers) were 
manned another two dozen 
volunteers. the auditorium where 
Patrick was slated to speak, 40 people 
waited stage matching Team 
Patrick T-shirts while video Patrick 
played oversize TV. the time 
the program started, couple hundred 
more people had walked down the 
aisles (past still more volunteers 
wearing aprons stuffed with orange 
Patrick-pledge cards) and 

seat. Patrick was running late, so the 
other speakers were permitted 
even windier than they might 
otherwise have been. 

Finally, just as the crowd's restlessness 
peaked — lieutenant-governor hopeful 
Tim Murray was discussing the pending 
incorporation Nevens, Massachusetts 


Patrick made his entrance. 

“He’s here!” woman behind 
whispered excitedly. “He’s here!” 

Patrick then took the stage and 
delivered typically outstanding 
speech. you’ve watched Patrick 
person and TV, you know the latter 
medium isn’t his best showcase: he’s 
pleasant and sometimes eloquent, but 
not remarkable. In front of a crowd, 
though, Patrick invariably 
impressive. treats the audience like 
a familiar conversation partner, feeds 
off its energy, and massages its 
collective ego by reminding listeners — 
again and again that everyone 
present part shared endeavor. 

among family,” Patrick told 
his audience in Quincy. Then, a few 
minutes later: “I want you to tell me 
candidate and better governor.” 

The Quincy meeting pointed 
crucial aspect of Patrick’s campaign. 
More than any gubernatorial candidate 
recent memory, this one has 
succeeded methodically building 
network committed supporters 
every portion the state. But does 
Patrick’s method really offer a 
blueprint for future candidacies, 
some political observers suggest? Or is 
it a once-in-a-generation anomaly? 


DEFAULT STRATEGY 
With the election less than three weeks 

away, Patrick’s campaign boasts some 
remarkable numbers: 8000 volunteers, 
22,000 individual offices 
around the state, 100 canvasses on a 
good week, 25,000 phone calls each 
night from Patrick phone banks across 
Massachusetts. And, of course, there 
are the numbers from September’s 
Democratic primary. Conventional wis- 
dom held that Patrick, as a liberal fa- 
vorite with passionate base, would 
benefit from low turnout, with 
vote helping rivals Tom Reilly and 
Chris Gabrieli. But turnout was much 
higher than expected, and Patrick got 
percent the vote, compared with 
Gabrieli’s 27 and Reilly’s 23 — a far easier 
victory than pre-election polls had pre- 
dicted. And did winning 321 
the state’s 351 cities and towns. 

responsible? Patrick, course; 
John Walsh, his campaign manager, 
who got nearly much applause 
Patrick’s post-primary party the can- 
didate himself; Nancy O’Connor Stol- 
berg, the campaign’s field director, who 
played the taskmaster before Patrick’s 
Boston Common speech last weekend 
(“We're getting close, but what 
need to do, folks? Ten more phone calls!”); 
and Howard Dean, whose Internet-driv- 
en fundraising and organizing model in 
the 2004 presidential campaign ob- 
vious forerunner Patrick’s approach 
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(more on that later). But a less obvious 
name deserves mention here as well: 
Tom Reilly, who seemed have the De- 
mocratic nomination locked year 
and half ago. 

Reilly’s strategy was simple. nail- 
ing down support from key Democratic 
power brokers and building huge cam- 
paign war chest, convinced possible 
rivals that they’d be wasting their time. 
When Patrick decided to run, relying on 
the state’s Democratic establishment 
wasn’t even option. had culti- 
vate the grassroots, simply because they 
were his only hope for success. And he 
had redouble his efforts when Gabrieli 
jumped into the race late and spent more 
than $10 million on saturation TV 
advertising. 

That said, former governor Mike 
Dukakis insists that the lesson 
Patrick’s success simple: grassroots 
organizing works. Dukakis was, by most 
accounts, the last gubernatorial candi- 
date to build anything resembling the 
statewide network Patrick assembled 
this year. In a poetic twist, he’s also one 
Patrick’s Brookline block captains, 
charged with making sure Patrick 
supporters his street are identified, 
called, wooed face-to-face, and delivered 
the polls November 

“This is not rocket science,” Dukakis 
says. “When Deval came to me 18 
months ago. . . I said, ‘To have a shot at 
this, you've got to do what I did, because 
I wouldn’t have been elected dogcatcher 
without the grassroots. got 
start early. To have a shot at the conven- 
tion, got organize the caucus- 
es. The caucuses are in February, and 
got organized later than 
the summer before. And when you come 
out the convention, got keep 
building and building and building 

Dukakis proceeded to outline the 
the Grassroots. “Every commu- 
nity has a co-coordinator. Every precinct 
has captain. Every captain goes out 
and recruits half a dozen block captains. 
The goal is to literally make personal 
contact with every single voting house- 
hold the Commonwealth. And not on- 
ly make contact with them, but havea 
conversation with them — have conver- 
sations with them — so that on Election 
Day, you know whether those folks are 
one, with you; two, leaning toward you; 
three, leaning away from you; four, 
with the other candidate. And Elec- 
tion Week, you back the ones and 
twos make sure solid and that 
they’re going get the polls.” 

Because Patrick did this, Dukakis 
promises, he’s going win Novem- 
ber. And when wins, finally 
going have great example why 
grassroots organizing important. 
party, haven’t been doing here 
or across the country. People ask me 
what’s going happen this fall’s 
congressional races. say think we’re 
going win, but look: Democrats had 
precinct captains every congres- 
sional district, this election would 
over. 

“Deval has some very special quali- 
ties. But could Scott Harshbarger and 
Shannon O’Brien” the party’s unsuc- 
cessful 1998 and 2002 nominees “have 
won with this kind organizing? 
Absolutely.” 


THAT EASY? 

But does this argument really hold 
scrutiny? True, a recent analysis of the 
benefits grassroots organizing Get 
Out The Vote! How Increase Voter Turnout 
(Brookings) seems bolster Dukakis’s 


claim. Donald Green, a political scien- 
tist Yale and one the study’s au- 
thors, explains the argument this way. 
For any demographically discrete group 
of voters, face-to-face contact increases 
turnout from that group’s members be- 
tween seven and percent. 
“Conventional tactics like robo-calls 
or e-mail or direct mail tend to be 
relatively ineffective,” Green says. “The 
maximally effective kind of strategy 
is‘one that makes a person connect 
with voters, especially face face.” 
There’s catch, however. For this 
approach work, Green continues, 
campaign needs “disciplined can- 
vassing crew that can speak credibly 
and persuasively about the candidate.” 
And get group like this 


MARGARET CROW 
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predicts will become academic case 
study. “They’ll talking about this cam- 
paign Harvard’s Kennedy School 
Government for years to come,” Goldman 
says. On the other hand, Coldman notes, 
the campaign benefited from perfect 
storm — a charismatic candidate, people 
looking beat back years Republi- 
cans, and a field person [i.e., John Walsh, 
the field-focused campaign manager] 
who people genuinely liked and respect- 
and wanted work for. anoth- 
years before you see again.” 
UMass Boston political-science profes- 
sor Paul Watanabe is similarly skeptical 
about the broad applicability the 
Patrick model, “It’s like opening new 
restaurant,” Watanabe says. “It may 
modern, it may be sleek, but if the food

argument here, not Green’s the 
attendant circumstances need to be just 
right. 

When Dukakis ran against King 
1982, for example, his supporters 
were motivated keen sense 
grievance. King, who’d knocked off 
then-governor Dukakis in the 1978 
primary, was conservative Democrat 
fond lavishing praise Ronald 
Reagan; to the Dukakoids, he was a 
usurper and apostate. This year, 
meanwhile, Democrats have nominee 
blessed with charisma and great 
rhetorical gifts and their collective 
frustration incredibly intense after 
years Republican governors. 

It’s hard to imagine Mark Roosevelt, 
the Democrats’ sacrificial lamb against 
popular Republican governor Bill Weld 
in 1994, winning that race by recruit- 
ing bunch precinct captains. And 
it’s just hard imagine Tom Reilly 
succeeding with the same approach 
this year. 

Michael Goldman former 
Democratic political consultant who 
hosts the Simply Put program for 
Bloomberg Radio quick lavish 
praise Patrick’s campaign, which 


isn’t any good, one will come. 

“Everyone since Howard Dean has 
tried mimic Howard Dean,” Watanabe 
adds. “But were that easy, Howard 
Dean might have been more than presi- 
dential candidate who became extinct 
pretty quickly.” 


NETWORKING VERSUS MEDIA 

The Dean reference particularly apt, 
since Patrick like Dean has come 
far has thanks largely smart use 
the Internet. you’re reading this near 
computer, healeyforgovernor.com, 
the Web site of Kerry Healey, Patrick’s Re- 
publican rival, and check out the options 
under “Get Involved.” You can give money, 
sign volunteer (they’ll get back 
you), register vote, get contact info for 
local newspapers and talk-radio shows, 
and send pre-written e-mails your 
friends. Not bad, but nothing earth- 
shaking. 

Now go to DevalPatrick.com, and click 
“Volunteer.” Here, you can download 
and disseminate Patrick videos, create 
personalized fundraising Web page, and 
download and print Patrick pledge cards 
(return 500 and Patrick will cook you 
dinner). What’s more — by clicking on 
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the “Community Tool,” providing your 
e-mail address, and promising to sup- 
port Patrick 

November — you'll get access to an 
extensive campaign database. Among 
other things, this database lets users 
search see whether people they know 
support Patrick, as well as download call 
sheets they can use to turn their homes 
into campaign phone banks. (According 
to campaign manager Walsh, 4100 peo- 
ple had signed use the Community 
Tool just prior September’s Democratic 
primary. 

In case anyone misses the underlying 
message, it’s explicitly spelled out the 
top of the Community Tool homepage 
“This is your campaign. You can have a 
stake and voice in politics along with 
your friends, family, and neighbors. 
With our e-community system you have 
the power make happen.” The tech 
nology, in other words, is perfectly con 
sistent with the let’s-do-this-together 
philosophy campaigning and govern 
ing that Patrick has been pushing 
the stump for the past year and a half. 

It’s all very impressive, but even 
after Patrick’s bravura showing in the 
primary, and despite his sizable lead in 
the general-election polls, there’s an 
abiding skepticism about his strategy. 
Here’s the big objection: organization 
wins primaries (or the saying goes), 
but media win general elections. “The 
primary showed pretty conclusively 
that they've built grassroots organiza- 
tion that dwarfs anything seen 
recent elections,” says one political ob- 
server. “And it makes sense to continue 
to build on that grassroots network, 
and to make that network feel impor- 
tant. At the same time, the convention- 
al wisdom is simply that a primary 
campaign is a ground war and a general 
election is an air war — that a lot more 
people are going show the polls 
anyway, so unless there’s a November 7 
blizzard, the margin you get out of be- 
ing more effective at getting your parti- 
sans to the polls than your opponent 
tends to be too small to make a big 
difference.” 

Patrick is running TV ads, of course, 
and waging daily battle with the Healey 
campaign in the newspapers and on the 
airwaves. But grassroots mobilization 
still seems to be his campaign’s top 
priority. Near the end his Boston 
Common speech, Patrick offered the 
following exhortation his supporters: 
“Let worry about the attacks and the 
You what you need do. 
Talk your family and friends; talk 
your neighbors and your co-workers 
about stake. Ask them see 
this not as my campaign but ours, all of 
ours. Make a contribution of time or 
money; volunteer phone bank 
identify voters support the cause, 
this week. 

“Canvass your neighborhood with 
materials about the campaign,” Patrick 
continued. “Join one the get-out- 
the-vote efforts Election Day. There 
are staff at the tables in the back, and 
with clipboards all around us, to show 
you how get involved. have 
days left before the polls close Election 
Day. It’s not a lot of time to change the 
course of our state. But that is what’s at 
stake.” Come November 7, we'll see if 
Patrick’s grassroots support lives 
the hype.

WHY THE LAW-AND-ORDER DEMOCRATS BEEN DEFENDING THEIR 


STANDS FOR 
JUSTICE 


Kerry Healey claims to

or the past few weeks, Kerry 
Healey has pounded the Bay 
State with the message that 
Deval Patrick is dangerously 


weak crime. She has used his 
past work and advocacy behalf the 
accused, the convicted, and the incarcer- 
ated accuse Patrick coddling crimi- 
nals rather than protecting victims. 

If only there were some respected 
law-and-order Democrats around who 
could stand for him, reassure the 
public, criticize the Romney-Healey 
administration’s public-safety failures, 
expose the folly Healey’s smears, and 
praise Patrick for his work and ideas 
all sides the law-enforcement mosaic. 

In fact, Massachusetts is chock full 
such officials, current and former. 

why have heard little from 
Democratic district attorneys, sheriffs, 
and others during this contretemps? 

The answer has number compo- 
nents, including Patrick’s puzzling fail- 
ure court their active support, and the 
deafening silence Attorney General 
Tom Reilly, sore loser the Democratic 
primary. 

But part the answer also lies 
the nature law-enforcement cul- 
ture, where knee-jerk defensiveness 
with regard anything remotely pro- 
defendant often trumps everything else 
including politics. 

Two long weeks after Healey 
launched her “Deval defends cop- 
killers” ad, Patrick could wangle only 


few these law-and-order Democrats 
for series October speaking 
events intended turn the crime issue 
against Healey: unopposed candi- 
dates Gerry Leone Middlesex County 
and Joe Early Worcester County, and 
Sheriffs Guy Glodis, Bob Garvey, and 
Michael Ashe. 

Martha Coakley, Middlesex DA and 
shoo-in replace Reilly AC, finally 
stepped the plate this week and 
filmed television for Patrick that 
defends his record. But even she seems 
more ambivalent than pols usually are 
the last weeks heated campaign. 

“You could say general way that 
Republicans have been more sympathetic 
to our issues, law-enforcement issues, 
over the last 20 years,” Coakley tells the 
Phoenix. 

Deval Patrick’s former perfectly rea- 
sonable qualms about whether justice 
was done Benjamin sounds 
law-enforcement officials like attack 
retiring long-time Worcester County 
DA John Conte, and by extension all state 
prosecutors. have real concerns about 
his advocacy for Benjamin says 
David Capeless, Berkshire County. 
would want governor who thinks 
first about victims, least thinks 
equally about them.” 

It’s understandable that Capeless and 
other DAs affiliated with the Democratic 
Party don’t want publicly praise 
Patrick for ever suggesting that Conte 
had committed injustice. But most 


partisan politicians, such state rep- 
resentatives mayors, would swallow 
that one disagreement and consider the 
bigger picture getting their party’s 
candidate elected governor. 

For good or ill, that isn’t the instinct 
of most DAs and sheriffs, says Coakley. 
“They’re probably the least political 
anyone the state,” she says. “For most 
them, this their first elected job.” 

Lack partisanship may help explain 
why many have been unable gradu- 
ate elected offices beyond those 
criminal justice and why they have 
been unsuccessful lobbying Beacon 
Hill for the resources they need. 


STEPPING THE PLATE 

Only four the nine Democratic county 
sheriffs the state have endorsed Pat- 
rick, according the campaign. The 
party’s current DAs almost all skipped 
recent Patrick events intended publi- 
cize his support among law-enforcement 
officials. Even local media across the 
state, supportive quotes Democratic 
law-enforcement officials have been 
hard find, despite the local popular- 
ity and absence electoral opposition 
officeholders such DAs William 
Bennett, Jonathan Blodgett, and William 
Keating, Sheriffs Guy Glodis, Michael 
Ashe, and James DiPaola.

“Healey has been very supportive of 
the DAs,” says Capeless. 

But these Democratic officials have 
plenty with which to bash the Romney- 
Healey administration. The DAs could 
use this opportunity to talk about the 
very real deficiencies they see the 
state's justice system — particularly the 
lack of funding that has left their own 
offices with fewer prosecutors, and the 
police with fewer officers. 

“It goes beyond our [DA] budgets. 
goes every part the criminal-justice 
system,” says Capeless. He points to the 
lack resources the courts and proba- 
tion offices — where, he says, probation 
officers have occasionally had forego 
drug testing their charges because they 
couldn’t afford to order more urine- 
collection cups. 

Other DAs and sheriffs bemoan the 
lack of funding for youth programs and 
the administration’s drastic cuts in drug- 
rehabilitation services, which, they 
strongly believe, has increased crime. 
“Making sure we are treating people 
with heroin addiction really political 
problem,” says William Keating, Norfolk 
DA, who feels that the current admin- 
istration has largely ignored the issue. 
“One person addicted opiates one- 
person crime wave.” 

These funding deficiencies prevent 
the DAs and sheriffs from effectively 
enforcing the law. Yet they have never 
been successful lobbying for 
money as they are at in getting law- 
makers to make the existing laws a 
little tougher. 

That’s a huge political failing, which 
they sometimes seem incapable of grasping. 

Astute pols understand that there are 
two ways to get more funding for what 
you do. One is to work public opinion by 
drawing attention the problems caused 
by lack of funding. Law-enforcement 
officials almost never do this, because 
they think it will reflect poorly on them. 

So, for instance, you never hear any 
of them point out that, thanks to 
budget cuts, the arrest rates for violent 
crime are plummeting (see “Soft on 
Crime?”, this page). What DA wants 
people to know that their arrest rates 
are down? 

Dan Conley, DA in Suffolk County, 
routinely — and rightly — bemoans the 
plight of his underpaid, overburdened 
staff, but refuses to acknowledge that 
it may be contributing to lower arrest 
rates, difficulty gaining convictions, 
and frequent reversals those convic- 
tions his office does get. In fact, he 
held a press conference in January to 
tout his homicide team’s high convic- 
tion rate for 2005 (saying nothing about 
the year’s pitiful arrest rate) — and 
then budget time asked for more 
money for prosecutor salaries. you 
say doing great job with what 
you have, why should anybody think 


you need more? 

The other route to more funding 
is to actively support candidates who 
will feel they owe you for their elec- 
tion. These past few weeks have, in 
that sense, been a golden opportunity 
for Conley and his colleagues. Instead, 
they left Patrick to defend himself, so 
they should not surprised they find 
themselves the outside Deval 
Patrick administration. 


LONG LINE LOSERS 

Former attorney general Francis X. 
Bellotti agrees that DAs and other law- 
enforcement officials are sometimes too 
wary of the political waters — “you can’t 
stay completely above the fray and still 
win,” he says — but notes that there are 
legitimate reasons to maintain distance. 
“As a DA, you don’t know who you're 
going prosecute tomorrow.” 

Fair enough. But this political failing 
may also help explain why career pros- 
ecutor Tom Reilly just joined Bellotti 
in a long line of Democrats unable to 
advance Massachusetts politics. The 
state’s last four attorneys general 
Reilly, Harshbarger, Bellotti, and James 
Shannon — all ultimately failed to turn 
their statewide political success into vic- 
tory in a non-criminal justice office. 

Now, not only has Reilly withdrawn 
into the shadows since his primary loss, 
but the officials who supported him have 
mostly followed his lead. Some say that 
would have taken just couple calls 
from Reilly get the Democratic DAs 
out in force for Patrick as soon as crime 
became a campaign issue. 

But most agree that the fault ulti- 
mately lies with Patrick. Not only did he 
flub the Benjamin issue when 
came up by misrepresenting his actions, 
he utterly failed to foresee that this was 
flank where would need support 
despite Reilly’s now-infamous warning 
on WGBH-TV’s Greater Boston that a soft- 
on-crime candidate like Patrick would 
have hard time winning the general 
election. 

“He should have seen it coming,” 
Coakley says. 

Bellotti agrees that Patrick, coming 
from outside the state and facing pros- 
ecutor Tom Reilly in the primary, should 
have actively courted the DAs. “It’s more 
organization thing,” Bellotti says. 

“We're not hearing much from 
Deval,” says one state DA. “He’s done 
nothing to reach out to us.” 

One prosecutor Patrick did meet 
with — the only one, as far as the 
Phoenix could determine — was William 
Keating, of Norfolk County. Keating 
came away supportive and endorsed 
Patrick. spent hour and half talk- 
ing with Deval Patrick about criminal- 
justice issues,” Keating says. “I was very 
pleased.” 

Keating could have offered great 
rebuttal to Healey’s criticism of Patrick's 
financial support for LaGuer’s DNA test. 
Keating, upon taking office in 1999, 
immediately launched a two-year review 
cases prosecuted before DNA evidence 
was commonly allowed in Massachusetts 
courts in the mid 90s, looking for pos- 
sible evidence of exoneration. “Certainly 
the DNA testing, people can strong 
justice without being weak crime,” 
Keating says.

Soft crime? 


Arrest rates for violent crimes have plummeted under the 
Romney-Healey administration 


Republican gubernatorial candidate Kerry Healey has made much of her Democratic rival 
Deval Patrick's efforts to free a Worcester-area rapist from prison, but it turns out that 
under her administration, few rapists were jailed to begin with. 

Crime data released last month by the US Department of Justice (DOj), along with 
previous years’ reports, shows that arrest rates for violent crime in Massachusetts have 
plummeted during the Mitt Romney-Kerry Healey administration. Most notably, the arrest 
rate for rapes has been barely half what it had been before Romney and Healey took office 
in January 2003 

The new figures could be particularly damaging to Healey, who has portrayed herself 
as the administration's leader on criminal-justice and public-safety issues. The data 
could also weaken her authority to criticize Patrick for being soft on crime 

A Boston Phoenix analysis of the D0} data shows that the arrest rate for rapes was 
26 percent — just under the national average — in the three years before Romney 
took office, but just 14 percent since then. During the three years under Romney and 
Healey, 758 arrests were made for rape in the state, compared with 1361 in. the previous 
three years. That's 600 fewer rapists arrested. The total number of reported rapes in 
Massachusetts, meanwhile, remained the same, even as the national figure dropped by 
10 percent. 

During the same years, the arrest rate also declined sharply for the other three cat- 
egories of major violent crime: the arrest rate for murder dropped from 48 percent to 26 
percent; robbery, from 23 percent to 11 percent; and aggravated assault, from 48 percent to 
29 percent. 

State and federal officials contacted by the Phoenix were unable to determine why 
the statistics changed so drastically in recent years. “To my knowledge, there have been 
no significant changes in the reporting practices or the completeness of the data,” says 
Daniel Bibel the Massachusetts Crime Reporting Unit, Framingham. 

The drop in arrests may be attributable, in part, to state budget cuts to aid for cit- 
ies and towns, which have led municipalities to lay off police officers, suggests Brandyn 
Keating, executive director of the Criminal Justice Policy Coalition in Boston, which ad- 
vocates for sentencing and Criminal Offender Record Information (CORI) reform. The DO} 
data shows that 16,286 police officers were working in the state as of last October, up 
slightly from 2004 but still 400 fewer than the 2001 high. 

“It follows that if you have less police, you will have less arrests,” Keating says. 
Springfield, which has been under severe budget limitations, had 106 fewer police 
officers in 2005 than in 2002, according to the DO} report. The Boston area has also been 

hit hard, losing officers Boston, Somerville, Medford, and Lynn.

much time on the road, like at least 200 
days last year.” 

“Eight months,” interjects McColgan, 
who moved to LA after 2004's Back to the World 
(Side One Dummy). 

“Mike and I are both married,” Rioux ex- 
plains. “Mike’s wife from and girl’s 
parents live in Texas. They both lived here 
when we started the band. We were just do- 
ing the band for fun, like poker night. But 
when started taking the next level, 
was difficult for wife because have 
kids and she'd be alone for weeks on end.

“just another average kid.” The album 
Street Dogs’ most defiantly politicized, 
and finds McColgan rediscovering some 
of the Dropkicks-style Celtic folk 
influences that Street Dogs avoided 
their first two. But also has its lighter 
moments, like “Tobe’s Got a Drinking 
Problem,” an ode to guitarist Tobe Bean 
that according Rioux’s introduction 
Avalon may have some basis in reality. It’s 
the kind of song that’s helped create ca- 
maraderie among the members who 
joined after the initial forays by McColgan 
and Rioux — Bean, lead guitar Marcus 
Hollar, and former Bosstones drummer 
Joe Sirois. 

For now, McColgan is on an extended 
leave of absence from the fire department. 
But he hasn't lost his sense of mission: 
“Music shouldn't be mindless. It shouldn’t 
be superfluous. It shouldn't be a commodi- 
ty. It shouldn’t be the right haircut. It 
shouldn't be chasing the right movement 
right now. We're not experts by any 
stretch of the imagination. But it’s not 
time to be singing ‘Don’t Worry, Be Hap- 
py.’ Things are fucking bad for everybody. 
A college kid who’s coming out of college, 
a middle-class person who’s keeping down 
two jobs and who’s bowed out of the sys- 
tem because he can’t afford tocare.... 
This nation has plunged into unbelievable 
debt. And these people on the top are talk- 
ing about government self-responsi- 
bility and no Social Security and get health 
care on your own and this and that and it 
will all trickle down. Guess what? It’s not 
trickling down.” ©

Roscoe Mitchell brings the word from Chicago

was going say Roscoe Mitchell 

laughs like Mutley. But that’s not 

exactly. hanging around 

with few New England Conservato- 

faculty and students after 
master class couple 
weeks ago, and they exchange stories 
about past concerts and encounters 
Roscoe laughs. Not the wheezing, 
heart-attack bronchial collapsing exhale 
No, it’s less chest, more 
mouth, the dental-office saliva-sucking 
sound from the back the tongue and 
molars. Completely goofy, completely 
charming. 

And disarming, for anyone who’s fol- 
lowed the career the now 66-year-old 
composer, reed and flute player, band- 
leader, and musical activist. found- 
ing member both the Association for 
the Advancement Creative Musicians 
Chicago and the revered avant-garde 
band the Art Ensemble Chicago, 
Mitchell has always had unusually seri- 
ous persona. the Art Ensemble’s ritu- 
alistic performances, saxophonist Joseph 
Jarman, bassist Malachi Favors, and 
drummer Famoudou Don Moye took 
tribal face and body paint. Mitchell and 
trumpeter Lester Bowie flanked them 
opposite extremes Bowie the center- 
stage jester, long white lab coat, 
growling comically through his horn, 
Mitchell, stage right, impassive, 
collared shirt, jeans, and skullcap. All 
business. The cover one Mitchell’s 
early albums, Solo Saxophone Concerts 
(Sackville, 1973), emblematic. Roscoe 
sitting chair outdoors, maybe his 
back yard, front tool shed, Ger- 
man shepherd his side, both looking 
at the camera, unsmiling. (No, the dog 
isn’t smiling either.) Around them, amid 
the scrubby grass, stand all manner of 
saxophones. man (and his best friend), 
prepared work. 

NEC’s Allan Chase remembers attend- 
ing workshops taught Mitchell the 
Creative Music Studio Woodstock 
1978. Mitchell was handing out reams 
carefully prepared materials, far more 
than any the other teachers had 
brought, and that provoked snickers and 
wisecracks from the students. Mitchell, 
who hadn’t removed his aviator shades, 
looked at the class and said, “I didn’t 
come here for opposition.” 

Not that was going get any. 

“We were extremely awe him,” 
Chase, now chairman of NEC’s Contem- 
porary Improvisation Department, writes 
viewed (correctly) as the bravest explorer 
the farthest reaches improvised 
music the time.”

Opening the concert’s second half, 
Mitchell played fully improvised piece 
for alto. “Good improvisation one that

don home. “They think they 
know me, and they don’t know 
me — and it’s disgustin’.” 
Oddly enough, that’s the adjective jeal- 
ous wanna-bes might use to describe this 
ritish 20-year-old’s meteoric rise. A few 
years ago, the one-time Louise Hartman 
was high-school dropout from suburban 
London housing project selling 
But then she hooked up with DJ Medasyn 
and took on the name Lady Sovereign (Lady 
Sov, or just Sov, for short), and soon she was 
performing with renowned British rappers 
the Streets and Dizzee Rascal, and electronic 
dance music's celebrated Basement Jaxx 
were asking whether they could produce 
song. Then about year ago she was invited 


to freestyle before Def Jam’s head honcho, 
Jay-Z, and it’s reported that she signed his 
label the spot. 

Yet even now, she prepares headline 


at the Paradise next Thursday (October 26), in 


advance the Halloween release her Def 
Jam debut, Public Warning, Sovereign remains 
outsider. the commercial rap game 
where Def Jam and Jay-Z rule, she’s a novelty, 
not just British but female (obviously) and 
white (not so obvious, especially if you hear 
her before you see her). Equally important, 
this major-label rookie was never accepted 
full-fledged player her erstwhile farm 
team, the underground London rap scene 
that invented grime. She knows it too. When 
suggest she’s the first grime artist 
signed major hip-hop label, 
she protests, “But I’m not grime artist!” 
That kind disavowal not supposed 
happen. From the Beatles the Sex Pistols, 
successful Engtish acts define their own 
sizzling scenes first. And grime isn’t 
just sizzling; it’s the most captivating 
hip-hop genre ever ricochet back 
America. Although it’s direct 
descendant British electronic 
dance styles (2zstep and UK garage), 
resembles New Orleans bounce and 
Atlanta crunk, only knocked off-kilter

sense. the essential 2005 anthology Run 
the Road (Vice), her“Cha Ching” stands its 
ground with the contribution 
Dizzee Rascal, “Give U More,” and the multi- 
artist pile-up “Destruction VIP” Jammer, 
the scene’s central producer. But Sean 
Fennessey points out in the current Blender, 
the “diminutive MC” (she stands about 5’1” in 
her Adidas) was never accepted because she 
“made her name not in the clubs and on 
pirate radio, but on-line.” And even on-line, 
the reception always been glowing. 
When first got copy the self-described 
midget MC’s late 2005 debut EP, Vertically Chal- 
lenged (Chocolate Industries), I found English 
message boards filled with disparaging 
remarks about her authenticity.

What’s more, she has the talent turn 
that emotional/sonic pitch switch into 
Like many good rappers (especially 
her most common comparison, Eminem), 
she can coin catch phrase insistent (or 
grating) playground taunt, like “Just 
something random,” the rallying cry one 
several early tracks that appear both 
Vertically Challenged and Public Warning. And 
then, like too few good rappers, she makes 
her chants sing, with choruses that have 
melodies and time-shifting verses that 


act like counterpoint. “Love Hate 

Me” there are the slowed-down lines can’t 
dance and really can’t can only 
do one thing/And that’s me Lady Sovereign.” 

“When I say [can’t sing, yeah, I could’ve 
put some feature singer on my songs, yeah, 
but the way I do it, I just do it ‘sing-jay.’ I’m 
sing-jay. can’t sing; can’t hit notes. 
But that’s what I start with, choruses, you 
tunes ain’t flat. They’re songs.” 

If this is what’s attracted everyone from 
the Streets Jay-Z, guess also 
explains her grime banishment, and could 
lead rejection crunk and bounce fans, 
all whom put alienated hardness first. 
After all, Fennessey goes dis 
Public Warning for her decision appeal 
foreign market and “soften her edges.” “Aw, 
man! That’s wrong!” snaps Sov. “But they 
listen everything, there’s not much 
change there anyways; it’s just progression.” 

Not that this barely-post-teen has the self- 
knowledge (yet) parse that progression. 

No doubt, with cuts like “My England,” Public 
Warning designed appeal American 
audience, but she still can’t explain why 
American audiences feel more sort 
of crowd.” Still, this instinctive move feels as 
right dropping the faux Jamaican patois 
her early tracks. “See that’s older stuff, yeah, 
was wouldn’t call practicing, but 
you know, affecting like style. went 
through stages. That’s why I’m still going 
through stages with music now. don’t 
know gonna happen when, you know, 
jump in the studio or whatever; it’s excitin’.” 

Despite the inclusion tracks from 
Vertically Challenged, that excitement 
fuels the broader Public Warning, which 
ranges from the chopped hard-rock 
dis “Tango” the delirious, Basement 
dance number, “Hoodie.”

Roxanne (Select), back when hip-hop was 
still raw, uncensored reinvention 
pop. whereas crunk artists spray the 
club with fake bullets and even Run the 
Road opens with gun Lady 
Sovereign drops homely lines like the 
one about letting her hamster die be- 
cause she ignored it.

2002, American filmmakers Zach 
Niles and Banker White were moving 
through the refugee camps Guinea looking 
for musicians help them dramatize the 
plight Liberians and Sierra Leoneans who 
had fled civil wars back home. They hit pay- 
dirt when they came upon singer Reuben Ko- 
Toma and guitarist Francis “Franco” Langba 
working out plaintive reggae number called 
“Living like Refugee.” the film that re- 
sulted The All Stars Koroma and 
Langba build their collaboration into 
punchy, electric band who tour the camps 
entertain fellow refugees, return anxiously 
Freetown test the peace and record al- 
bum, then head back the camps encour- 
age refugees to return home. That band, Sier- 
Leone’s Refugee All Stars, have come long 
way four years. now the with 
a debut CD, Living like a Refugee (Anti-), on a tour 
that comes to the Paradise this Wednesday. 
The arrival of the American filmmakers 
must have seemed miraculous, “something 
strange happening into our lives,” Koroma 
puts it. Indeed, it was Niles and White who 
persuaded the band to return to Freetown. 
“We were so much reluctant to go back, 
owing the kinds things saw,” Koro- 
ma admits, alluding to the killings and 
maimings that had been common. But 
was Freetown that reconnected with 
guitarist/singer Ashade Pearce and other 
musicians he had worked with before the 
war, musicians who completed the Refugee 
All Stars line-up. 

Living like Refugee actually compilation 
that brings together tracks recorded over 
several years, from the earliest acoustic 
tracks made Niles and White the camps 
more polished studio productions done 
Freetown 2003 and 2004.

The album employs 
hip-hop beats alongside pistas 
(accompanying tracks) and reggae rid- 
dims (of both dancehall and roots vari- 
eties), often infusing them with addi- 
tional polyrhythmic percussion, evoking 
the traditional Rican and 
Afro-Caribbean styles Tego has been 
known embrace and bringing hip- 
hop’s Afro-Latin roots back into the fore- 
ground recalling the Latin-tinged 
funk breaks that provided rhythmic 
foundation for the genre. Two acoustic 
interludes, “Son dos alas” and “Por qué,” 
make audible connections between 
Rican styles and the island’s 
most contemporary expressions.

Lindsey Buckingham has never been much for blatantly 
confessional songs. Obliquely confessional songs, sure 
the Fleetwood Mac catalogue full them. But “Not 
Too Late” — the opener from his new solo album, Under the 
Skin (Reprise) owns needing attention, worry- 
ing about what his kids think him, and wondering why 
some reviewer just called him visionary. That song 
opened Friday night’s Orpheum show, played solo with 
some dazzling acoustic picking and well-placed echo 
his voice. was just the sort revealing moment expect- 
famous group members solo tours.

Alfred Hitchcock famously said, cinema 
not slice life but slice cake. 
can’t imagine less Hitchcockian film 
than Marie Antoinette, but Sofia Coppola 
seems have grasped that principle. Her 
film doesn’t take chunk history and 
serve neatly with dates, names, in- 
terpretations, and conclusions. It tries to 
what films best, tantalize the 
senses with ephemeral beauty and su- 
perficial delights. 

Are they just empty calories? Coppola’s 
cake acts like Proust’s madeleine, like 
the jasmine petal that, when Marie 
(Kirsten Dunst) drops it into water, ex- 
pands into blossom.

So dad gives him an 
early Christmas present — a pair 
of skates — and calculates when 
the ice will be thick enough to 
bear Pawel. But the father's faith 
fails him, and his comfort in the 
end is ice frozen in a baptismal 
font, curiously in the shape of a 
camera lens. This and many of the 
subsequent episodes can be seen 
as variations on the sacrifice of 
Isaac.

hardly know whether exude 
an exculpatory tear or a banshee 
scream this week. But if you’re 
Irish, the answer is probably 
both, a proud excess seeming to 
swim the genes. Marie Jones’s Night 
in November (at Jimmy Tingle’s Off Broadway 
through November 26), an uptight Belfast 
bureaucrat goes soccer game and 
appears get hit over the head with the 
ball, his bigoted brain suddenly exploding 
epiphany mortification his and 
his fellow Northern Irish Protestants’ treat- 
ment of their Catholic neighbors. And in 
Marina Carr’s By the Bog of Cats (at Deva- 
naughn Theatre through October 29), 
Medea takes a trip to the Irish midlands, a 
fierce locale bathed vapors atmospheric 
and ectoplasmic. Both plays gather steam 
from the pungent and volatile marsh of 
Irish history encroaching on the present. 
But the Bog Cats both more melo- 
dramatic and more complex. The upbeat 
A Night in November is too black-and-white 
for its own good. Even so, dynamo Marty 
Maguire, playing some 25 parts in the one- 
man plea for sectarian tolerance, motors us 
from Belfast to Dublin to New York on the 
high-octane fuel of his performance. 

There’s nothing subtle about the 1994 
A Night in November, an earlier effort by the 
Olivier author Stones 
His Pockets. That 1999 work at least divides 
its diverse dramatis personae between two 
actors, who play not only hapless extras 
in an American film being shot in rural 
island but also everyone else. In this one, 
Maguire, who won a New York Drama 
Critics Circle Award (among others) for 
his performance, goes alone. Energetic 
and comically gifted, he’s like Irish Red 
Skelton under hot lights, sweating away 
his rubber face melts into plethora 
amusingly exaggerated countenances. 

At the center of this soccer-catalyzed 
whirlwind by a playwright who is herself 
an Ulster Protestant is Kenneth Norman 
McAllister, Belfast dole clerk, henpecked 
husband, and father of two who has just 
experienced the inestimable elation hav- 
ing been admitted the local golf club 
— an honor made the sweeter by his Catho- 
lic having been excluded. Kenneth 
— whom we first meet knees on floor, butt 
in our faces, as he looks under his car for 
an explosive device — has lived his whole 
life city defined sectarian separat- 
ism and violence, with his lot enjoying its 
upper hand. But in November of 1993, the 
tidy world blown apart when 
he grudgingly escorts his cigarette-sucking, 
emphysema-ridden father-in-law World 
Cup qualifier Windsor Park Sta- 
dium between Northern Ireland and the Re- 


public Ireland. Aghast the vitriol being 
spewed his fellow Protestants, Kenneth 
set adrift from his moorings and becomes 
a man alienated from his tribe. Then in act 
two, as his marriage and friendships fall 
apart, he gets it into his head to drive across 
the border on a stealth mission to Dublin’s 
airport accompany mass sport-crazed 
Irish New York, where the Republic 
play Italy in the World Cup. And bingo, he 
belongs: he has become a Protestant who 
identifies himself not stiff Brit once 
removed but as a true Irishman. 

A Night in November, in which every Protes- 
tant is a social-climbing prig with a mani- 
cured lawn and every Catholic warm and 
welcoming, rather lopsided lesson 
sectarian healing and national pride. But in 
this very successful Tim Byron Owen- 
directed revival the work, which origi- 
nated in Los Angeles and then traveled to 
London, Edinburgh, Dublin, and New York 
before coming here, the Saul-like, soccer- 
sped conversion of Kenneth McAllister is ex- 
uberant, entertaining, and sometimes even 
touching, over-simple. The trick that 
Maguire makes the central character the 
sympathetic human eye storm bril- 
liant caricature (with the exception of Jerry, 
the relaxed Catholic boss). Some clowns are 
as likable as the sloshed and exhilarated 
Irish compatriots with whom Kenneth takes 
in the World Cup; others are as reprehen- 
sible as the father-in-law, whose addled 
excretions of prejudice are as disgusting as 
the phlegm coughs between red-faced 
drags on his fag. Maguire creates precise if 
exaggerated portraits Kenneth’s cigarette- 
brandishing, house-proud wife and of the 
pretentious, not-too-bright friends, 
among others. Most impressive, though, is 
his conjuration giddy sport- and booze- 
fueled throng. Stones His Pockets shows 
how two can be a company, Maguire proves 
one can be a crowd. 

little the suspense sport 
By the Bog of Cats. Its beleaguered heroine, the 
symbolically named Hester Swane, enters 
cradling the corpse black swan with 
which her own fate has been intertwined 
since birth. that were not portentous 
enough, the next thing to drop from the sky 
is a mystical being called the Ghost Fancier, 
looking fancy Hester. Informed that 
the murky hour of their encounter is dawn, 
not dusk, this frock-coated figure apologizes 
for being “too previous” and hastily takes a 
rain check. Just in case Hester hasn't taken 
the hint, she is then visited by the local or- 
acle, a mouse-munching blind lady named 
Catwoman, and warned to get out of town 
— as it seems she has agreed to do, signing 
over her home to the abandoning father of 
her child, who is about to marry a younger,

richer woman. Throw the knowledge that 
this melodramatic tragedy by the author of 
the Susan Smith Blackburn Award- 
winning Portia Coughlan contemporary 
Irish gloss on Medea and you somehow intuit 
that things will end badly. 

When the Bog Cats debuted the 
Abbey Theatre, in 1998, it was awarded the 
Irish Times/ESB Award for best new play of 
the year. And bristling, lyrical work, 
relentlessly over the top. Ominous from 
the get-go, the play rises quickly vindic- 
tive fever pitch and then spikes moves 
toward the inevitable: chilling mix car- 
nage and compassion with an arty finish 
that harks back the beginning. But 
lurid evocations of a bleak rural Ireland 
(which include not only Portia Coughlan but 
also On Raftery’s Hill, both produced here by 
Theatre Company) are like that: 
merciless as Martin McDonagh’s conjura- 
tions of the West, with Celtic symbolism 
and classical referents standing for gro- 
tesque black comedy (though there’s a bit of 
that in a wedding scene crashed by Hester). 

By the Bog of Cats is set in the small, stag- 
nant farming community that exists by the 
marsh of the title — to which its characters 
seem both chained and deeply connected. 
Hester, “tinker” gypsy heritage and 
something of an outcast because of it, was 
abandoned by her mother there and refuses

leave, lest the mother return. Others 
among the dramatis personae, including 
Jason figure Carthage Kilbride, grasp the 
place for other reasons. But the play relies 
heavily on an evocation of the misty bog, 
where ghosts roam and guilty secrets lie 
buried. Devanaughn lacks the resources 

stage this, and the production’s ghosts 
are sadly corporeal. But Rose Carlson’s 
thoughtful rudimentary production, 
sense haunted, haunting place con- 
jured through the mournful, otherworldly 
contributions of Galway native Katie McD, 
whose Gaelic vocals represent Hester’s long- 
gone musician mother, and Tipperary-born 
singer/harpist Aine Minogue.

Most moving 
Ellen Adair’s quiet depiction of Carthage’s 
new love, who realizes too late she’s not the 
main one. If Carr’s play were half as pain- 
fully subtle, it would be better. ©

The very thought Ryan Landry doing 
The Twilight Zone is enough to bring a 
smile to the face. The iconic supernaturalism 
of the TV show that ran from 1959 to 1964 is 
perfect for Halloween and Rod Serling 
satirical target is a man for ali seasons. And 
there's every reason to keep smiling as three 
classic episodes are sent up with good cheer 
and theatrical precision. 

But wait — good cheer and theatrical 
precision? Admirable qualities, certainly, but 
when it comes to Landry, one hopes for other 
attributes as well: smart satire, inspired silli- 
ness, and an ability to make the jaw drop as 
well as tickle the funny bone. 

Although almost everything about Live on 
Stage! The Twilight Zone (at Machine through 
November 11) hits the right Gold Dust Orphan 
notes, almost everything about should 
be ratcheted up a notch. (In the case of Billy 
Hough's bland impersonation of Serling, sev- 
eral notches.) Take Landry as Agnes Moore- 
head in “The Invaders,” an eerie semi-silent 
episode from the series's second season in 
which a bedraggled farmwoman is beset by 
tiny visitors from another planet. Landry has 
hoot rolling around the floor fighting 
with the aliens and grunting in bewilderment. 
But as funny as it is, there's nothing particu- 
larly surprising about it. fact, like last sea- 
son's Death of a Saleslady, Twilight Zone is 
notable for how close it sticks to the original. 
“Living Doll” re-creates the episode in which 
Telly Savalas (here a very effective Larry Coen) 
tries to do in his daughter's doll, Talky Tina, 
only to find out he’s messing with nobody's 
plaything. Olive Another is pitch-perfect as 
Elaine Straighter, wife of Coen's Eric Straiter. 
(| assume that's a neat little joke, not a typo 
the program.) 

The dirty little secret about The Twilight 
Zone is that Serling was the show's worst 
writer. The most satisfying episodes were 
written Richard Matheson (“The Invad- 
ers") or Charles Beaumont (who wrote “Living 


idea he couldn't bludgeon to death. in “Eye of 
the Beholder,” a woman whose face is in ban- 
dages waits nervously to see whether the lat- 
est operation is a success. Doctors and nurses 
come and go, but all we see are shadows and 
where this is going, but Serling inserts a Big 
Brother figure into the proceedings to blather 
on about the joys of conformity. 

Perhaps that's why the Orphans have a 
ball hiding their faces searching for things 
in pocketbooks and combing their hair over 
their features. It's all heading for the enjoy- 
able punch line. Even here, though, there's 
nothing you can’t see coming. 

One thing that doesn't need improving 
is the stagecraft. Directors Coen and James 
P. Byrne (who also did the sets) and costume 
designer Scott Martino make the basement 
of Machine, a/k/a the Ramrod Center for 
the Performing Arts, even more surreal than 
usual in evoking Serling’s bizarre but parallel 
universe. Landry and company obviously rel- 
ish that world. They just need to work — and 
play — in it a little harder.

“Probably no conductor ever danced on the 
podium much Bernstein,” said dance 
historian Lynn Carafola, introducing “Danc- 
ing the Story: Bernstein and his Choreogra- 
phers,” a panel of experts and colleagues. In 
this session and the star-studded afternoon 
program “Revisiting the Original West Side 
Story Stage and Film,” speaker after speaker 
confirmed Bernstein's sensitivity to the physi- 
cal expression cultures and characters. 

West Side Story carried American verisimili- 


told hilarious stories about auditioning 13 
times for the role of Maria; Marni Nixon, who 
dubbed Natalie Wood's singing in the movie, 
revealed that Bernstein turned over part his 
royalties to her.

weekend, two local choreographers 
showed the minimal side things. Both sets 
performances crammied lot 
into the space hour. Nicole 
Pierce, director of EgoArt, called her concerts 
Green Street “Dances Only,” explaining 
pre-curtain remarks that this was the first 
all-dance program ever tried. Having 
discovered quite lot dance material woven 
among previous attractions known for their 
use gorilla suits, she decided give her 
dance its own platform. The seven morsels 
suggested choreographer capable mak-

When 1976 Jennifer Bartlett premiered 
her epic painting Rhapsody, John Russell, the 
chief art critic the New pro- 
claimed “the most ambitious single work 
art that has come way since started 
to live in New York,” a work that enlarges 
“our notions of time, and of memory, and 
change, and painting itself.” was 
astonishing rave that catapulted Bartlett, 
then in her mid 30s, to the top rank of 
artists. Thirty years later, curator Allison 
Kemmerer has assembled 27 works in 
“Jennifer Bartlett: Early Plate Work,” at the 
Addison Gallery American Art, ef- 
fort trace how the artist arrived that 
breakthrough masterpiece. 

The earliest works here are pencil-and- 
crayon drawings graph paper from 
one, filled the squares 
with paired colored dots and then their 
mixed hues. another, she selected the 
color for each square randomly grab- 
bing crayons from It’s all about 
patterns and chance, self-imposed formu- 
las, theme and variation. 

The previous year, she began painting 
one-foot square industrially fabricated 
white steel plates printed with gray grids. 
She liked their hard surface. They were easi- 
stackable and packable. you wanted 
make the painting bigger, you just added 
more plates. She filled these grids with 
arrays dots that recall cross stitch 
something spit out dot-matrix printer. 

The regular sequence dots one work 
becomes wave patterns. Four Right Angles 
(1972) turns a sequence of “L’s into straight 
lines, “X”s, triangles, radiating stars. In 
Nine Points (1972), she began with one red dot 
the first plate and randomly added an- 
other dot each successive plate, until she 
ended with nine dots the ninth and 
final plate. 

You walk around the Addison trying 
decode the formula underlying each set

plates. Squaring: 16; 256; 65,536 
two dots sit the top corner the first 
plate, four the corner the second, 
the corner the third. Two-hundred-fifty- 
six black dots fill most the first five rows 
the fourth plate. When you multiply 256 
256, the resulting number dots fills 
most of 29 plates. It’s a lesson in the mathe- 
population growth. 

Such artworks were all 
the rage the time, but they strike 
cold and mechanical, a tedious homework 
assignment. 

Then you walk into Rhapsody. sur- 
rounds you, running 7-1/2 feet high 153 
feet wide, filling whole room. always 
had mind painting that was with- 
out edges and painting that was 
conversation or like music,” Bartlett tells 
me when I reach her at her Manhattan stu- 
dio. “So decided use plates. you have 
many edges and space between them, 
dissolves the overall edges the painting. 
like the idea painting being able turn 
and from room room.” 

Rhapsody makes all the other works here 
seem like rehearsals. Bartlett begins with 
overture introducing her themes: three 
shapes (circle, triangle, square), three sizes 
(small, medium, large), four kinds line 
(horizontal, vertical, diagonal, curved), 
three ways painting (dotted, freehand, 
ruled and measured), four motifs (house, 
tree, mountain, cloud), 25 colors. “I was 
just breaking art for myself.” 

She proceeds through numerous permu- 
tations. mountain and cloud rendered 
dots, ruled lines, Impressionist dashes. 
photo snow-capped Alps copied, then re- 
duced to lines, shapes, dashes, Planes soar- 
ing over mountain moonlit night. 
black line wiggling down seven plates 
pushed together. simple red house blown 
fill plates. Random colored dots 
dashes. Copied photos houses and trees. 
Two trees in dashed lines across 49 plates, 
imitation action painting, each 


brushstroke were quotation marks. Stud- 
ies color mixes. seems the whole 
world least the history art 
distilled its elements. Your eyes bounce 
from plate plate, comparing arid 
contrasting. 

Rhapsody climaxes with cycle black 
circles, triangles, and squares in various 
groupings and sizes that calls mind 
Morse code. The coda is a sea of blue and 
brown rendered in dots or watery dashes. It 
feels like camera panning into the sky 
out into the ocean the end movie. 
You almost expect the word “Fin” appear. 

Russell wrote, the work’s magnificent 
ambition plain. Bartlett turned out 
charting path out the austere minimal- 
ist abstraction all math, graph paper, 
and protractors that dominated 
and art. Rhapsody particular pro- 
vided map for the loose, brash painting 
the coming decade pastiches quoted 
images and styles, the return representa- 
tional imagery and free hand, mixing 
abstraction with representation. (It’s 
reflection Bartlett’s catholic tastes: 
don’t have signature look and that’s dis- 
turbing people.”) But confronting her ear- 
paintings three decades later, don’t feel 
the excitement. Rhapsody seems ambi- 
tious but dry academic essay. Maybe you 
had there. 


The young photographers “reGen- 

eration: Photographers Tomor- 
row” the Art Institute Boston could 
learn from Bartlett’s go-for-broke daring. 
This the second half show organ- 
ized the Musée Lausanne. 
Organizers rounded work recent 
graduates top art schools from around 
the world predict who will photo 
stars two decades hence. 

Among the more promising are Angela 
Strassheim, Ryo Ohwada, and Marla 
Rutherford, a Boston University alum. 
Strassheim, whose work was included in 


this year’s Whitney Biennial, presents 
formal photo blonde girl diaper 
sudsing the hair woman laying 
tub. You need see group her crys- 
talline photos of Midwestern life to feel it, 
but her work powered oneiric 
strangeness, like something out of the dark 
American dreams Edward Hopper and 
Alfred Hitchcock by way of Gregory Crewd- 
son and David Lynch. 

Ohwada is a future fabulist, creating 
mesmerizing kaleidoscopic landscapes 
through photo and Photoshop tricks. Here 
offers fabulous green garden cave float- 
ing pond lily pads. The main struc- 
ture seems to come from the same image 
reflected four times, so that it becomes a 
kaleidoscopic Rorschach test scene. But the 
more you see of his work, the more it feels 
merely gimmicky. 

Rutherford is another future fabulist, 
but with hints Japanese pop artist Mariko 
Mori. Here woman see-through plas- 
tic dress and white platform shoes stands 
the middle nowhere desert world. 
seems like something out of “Barbarella,” or 
advertisement for futuristic homemaker 
bondage cleaning kits. 

Most the work here formally pol- 
ished but terribly well behaved. And it’s all 
curiously similar tone and style regard- 
less whether the artists hail from Poland 
China Yale University. Almost every- 
body works the deadpan style that sees 
head-on posed photos people with blank 
expressions as somehow revelatory. Every- 
length. 

The organizers suggest that the artists are 
reacting our nervous, precarious historical 
moment. It’s clear that deadpan is a domi- 
nant American (a/k/a New York) photo style, 
but is it really the universal style of this era, 
or is this show just a reflection of the 
curators’ tastes? Let’s hope there’s more vari- 
ety out there the hinterlands; otherwise 
for uniformly dour future.

“Lost Highway Expedition Symposium” MIT; “Inspired China” the Peabody Essex 


In August 2006, in a spirit of shared purpose that 
could serve as a brave new model for political ac- 
tivism, more than 200 artists, architects, and assorted citi- 
zens of the world traversed the former Yugoslavia’s former 
Highway Brotherhood and Unity (lately referred the 
“Highway of Post Brotherhood and Non Unity”), exploring 
the cultural and urban landscape of nine cities in the West- 

ern Balkans as an experimental, temporary society. The 
trek, called the “Lost Highway Expedition,” was initiated 
two international cultural collaboratives, the School of 
Missing Studies and Centrala, Foundation for Future Cities, 
that were interested in seeing what new projects, art- 
works, architecture, and networks could be generated by 
sending a swarm of thoughtful folks along a road created 
in the 1960s to unite the many nationalities that once con- 
stituted Yugoslavia. 

Questions of what has gone missing and what can be 
found — of utopia and ideology, of identity and connection 
— are all raised, and local participant, artist, and Berwick 
Research institute director Meg Rotzel opens them up for dis- 
cussion two-day “LOST HIGHWAY EXPEDITION SYMPO- 
SIUM” Center for Advanced Visual Studies (CAVS) 
October 26 and 27, with an accompanying exhibition of photos, 
video, and other documentation of the expedition provided by 
participants from around the world. Rotzel in her press release 
explains that “the Lost Highway Expedition did not set out to re- 
construct the highway built to unite Yugoslavia, or to critique the 
economic ambitions and political dimensions of today's high- 
ways in the region. Rather the LHE strove to make a third, non- 
physical infrastructure to link different thoughts and culture, 
and generate the importance shared meanings for the future.” 

A collaborative spirit also fuels “INSPIRED BY CHINA: CON- 
TEMPORARY FURNITUREMAKERS EXPLORE CHINESE TRADI- 
TIONS,” which opens at the Peabody Essex Museum October 28. 
The exhibition grew out of a three-day workshop held at PEM in 
june 2005, when curators Nancy Berliner and Ned Cooke invited 
22 contemporary studio-furniture makers from the US, Canada,

the past. Luckily, local campuses are also dotted with 
more adventurous buildings that try engage life lived 
today. course, taking chances means, well, taking chances, 
and these buildings are not all perfect. But least they make the 
grade, which can’t said all the D’s and F’s that don’t even try. 


ARAMP RUNS THROUGH 
CARPENTER CENTER, HARVARD UNIVERSITY, 1963 
ARCHITECT: LE CORBUSIER. | A+ | Le Corbusier 
was the Picasso of architecture — reinventing 
the language of form and space with an end- 
lessly creative spirit. His sculptural buildings 
twist and turn, challenging conventional no- 
tions of beauty. 

Housing Harvard's visual-arts department, 
Le Corbusier's concrete slabs interlock in a rich 
composition of hovering studios and towering 


stairs. Curving walls play off of cubic volumes, 
while strategically located sheets of glass light- 
en the monolithic masses and create visual 
connections to the surrounding campus. 

The most audacious element is the ramp that 
rises up from Quincy Street and slices like a 
scalpel, or perhaps a chain saw, through the 
heart of the building and lands on the other side 
of the block. Along the way, artists, artwork, 
printing presses, and easels are all exposed to 
view. Rooftop gardens and sheltered terraces 


connect indoors to out, making trees, sky, and 
grass feel like they are part of the composition. 


TOO COOL 

COLLEGE OF COMPUTER SCIENCE AND RESIDENCE 
HALL, NORTHEASTERN UNIVERSITY, 2004. ARCHI- 
TECT: WILLIAM RAWN & ASSOCIATES. | B+ | Univer- 
sities have tended to follow the worst dictum of 
modern architectural orthodoxy: that different 
functions should be housed in different struc- 
tures rather than combined in mixed-use build- 
ings. Stacking a residential tower over the hori- 
zontal sweep of an academic building was a 
brilliant move for Northeastern and their archi- 
tect in this thoughtful new complex across 
from the MFA. 

The lower classroom and research levels 
and upper apartment living rooms are 
wrapped in glass to articulate the building's 
public functions and lighten what could have 
been an overbearing presence. The back half of 
the tower is clad in metal panels to give more 
privacy to the bedrooms inside. 

It is all cool and understated, subtle and 
elegant, a model for the kind of intelligent, 
contemporary buildings we should be building. 
A swooping curve at the top of the tower — the 
only truly dramatic element in the complex — 
does suggest lost opportunities. A little more 
exuberance a little closer to the ground could 
have been a welcome addition to the streetscape. 


DESIGN SPECTATOR SPORT 
GUND HALL, HARVARD UNIVERSITY, 1975. ARCHI- 
TECT: JOHN ANDREWS. | B- | Like the Carpenter 
Center right down the street, the Harvard De- 
sign School is another sculpted block of concrete 


with a brilliant concept, but without Le 
Corbusier poetic leaps it becomes something 
of a one-liner. 

The building is an urban-scale grandstand of 
stepping trays that hold architecture, land- 
scape, and urban-design studios. It is an eye- 
popping experience to emerge from below into 
the seemingly endless ateliers. Row after row of 
desks and dividers inhabit each level beneath a 
series of stepping roofs and strips of glass that 
float like clouds overhead. Beneath the elevated 
levels of the terraced studios are departmental 
offices, classrooms, and a ground-floor exhibi- 
tion area and library. 

But Gund Hall is all rules and no exceptions; 
it lacks the quirky details, the artful aberrations, 
and the expressive power of the Carpenter Cen- 
ter. Its scale makes it bunker-like on the outside 
and overwhelming on the inside, too imperson- 
al to unite the community it is meant to inspire. 


FROZEN SCIENCE 

MELTED ARCHITECTURE 

STATA CENTER, MIT, 2003. ARCHITECT: FRANK 
GEHRY. | B- | Architecture is often described as

frozen music, but never as frozen science, 
which may be why the Stata Center is some- 
thing of a disappointment. 

It is a huge building bringing together a 
series of departments within a collection of 
animated forms. At Gehry’s symphony hall 
Los Angeles, the lilting melodies 
sonata, the movement of the conductor’s 
baton, or the mingling concertgoers in the 
lobbies give meaning to his swirling layers 
of metal and glass. At the Stata they just feel 
arbitrary and overly aggressive as they push 
out to the street with sharp corners and 
odd angles. 

The interior is more rewarding, offering 
winding spaces and spectacular views through 
the labs and then out to the sky. Unfortunate- 
ly, science is not a spectator sport. Many re- 
searchers feel on display and have papered over 
the interior glass walls. Gehry is a brilliant in- 
novator of breathtaking ingenuity whose 
name attracts donor funding. To the equally 
brilliant scientists doing equally ingenious 
work in the Strata Center, he may have tried 
too hard. 


EARTH MIT 

SIMMONS HALL, MIT, 2002. ARCHITECT: STEVEN 
HOLL. It’s not the course catalog, but so- 
cial engineering is hot at MIT. The administra- 
tion hopes to use its new buildings to pull 
reclusive techies out of their rooms and into so- 
cial contact. 

To accomplish this, Holl designed a series 
of multi-story lounges that wind their way like 
wormholes through the blocks of dorm rooms 
that line the central corridor. Expressed on the 
outside as large amoeba-shaped openings 
within the grid of tiny square windows, the 
building telegraphs its social agenda. 

Is this an ancient city excavated from be- 
neath the MIT playing fields or a spaceship that 
landed from the world of the future? Sim- 
mons’s chiseled aluminum-clad profile punc- 
tuated by hundreds of penetrations suggests a 
timeless sense of inhabitation that resonates 
on a mythic level. 

The wood-and-concrete lobby and dining 
rooms are spectacular, but the lounges are 
more problematic. Their warped plaster 
surfaces suggest a George Jetson futurism 
that seems decades out of date. Fire codes 
requiring enclosures around the lounges did 
further damage by cutting them off from 
each other. High aspirations can’t always 
be met, but Holl deserves a lot of credit 
for trying. 


HONESTY THE BEST POLICY 
SCHOOL OF LAW, BOSTON UNIVERSITY, 1962. 
ARCHITECT: JOSE LUIS SERT. | A| (SEE PHOTO ON 
THE COVER) Sert’s 22-story concrete tower is a 
stunning presence along the Charles by the 
architect of Peabody Terrace housing and 
Holyoke Center at Harvard. It is a beautifully 
composed, monumentally scaled sculpture 
humanized by its expression of the life inside 
and the process putting together. 

The work is not easy to love — and many 
don’t. It has a brooding quality and is orna- 
mented only by the columns, beams, operable 
panels, and rectangles of glass out of which it 
is built. But in the expression of its construc- 
tion and in the way the interior spaces are in- 
habited, it is a heartfelt tribute to the count- 
less individuals that make up an institution 
like BU. 

A Spaniard, Sert had a European attitude 
toward modernism: seeing it as a continua- 
tion of, rather than a departure from, the 
5000-year history of architecture. Secure 
in their history, Europeans tend to build for 
the future instead of creating Disneylands 
out of their cities. At one time, Harvard and 
had the wisdom lead Boston the 
same direction. 


TOO SMART FOR 

ITS OWN GOOD 

ONE WESTERN AVENUE, HARVARD UNIVERSITY, 2002. 
ARCHITECTS: MACHADO AND SILVETTI. ! B | This col- 
lection of big brick blocks on a prominent Charles 
River site pushes all of the ugly buttons. It is too 
severe, too boxy, too big with too many little win- 
dows, and too few recognizable architectural ele- 
ments. Yet these criticisms sell it short. Designed 
by the former head of Harvard's architecture de- 
partment and the current head of the universi- 
ty’s department of urban design, it is an academ- 
ic exercise writ large. In its stripped-down com- 
position of tower, bridge, and wall-wrapped 
courtyard, it is an elemental statement about 
building the contemporary city. These are the ar- 
chetypal blocks from which Harvard has been 
built over the generations: functional, monu- 
mental, and reinvented for the 21st century. 

One Western Avenue’s animated window 
patterns, overlapping patterns of multicolored 
brick, and wooden terrace warped up to form 
benches and chaise longues, offer finely scaled 
details that humanize the complex without re- 
sorting to the sentimentality of traditional or- 
namentation. You don’t go to academics like 
Machado and Silvetti for easy answers; you go 
for challenging questions, which One Western 
Avenue certainly provides. 


REVELATION 

DAVIS MUSEUM, WELLESLEY COLLEGE, 1993. 
ARCHITECT: RAFAEL MONEO. | A| Museums aspire 
to be secular cathedrals, and the Davis comes as 
close as any to expressing the transcendent 
qualities of art, space, and light. 

The outside (currently obscured by new con- 
struction) is self effacing; tall walls of brick, 
concrete panels, and metal bays and saw-tooth 
roof are layered into a quiet, abstract composi- 
tion that helps define an elegant courtyard. 
The absolutely sublime qualities of the interior 
come complete surprise. 

Four stories of galleries are stacked in a cube 
and pierced by a slowly rising stair enclosed by 
walls on either side. A series of openings in the 
surrounding floors create overlooks and allow 
light from rooftop monitors to cascade down to 
the lower levels. Movement through the muse- 
um provides a series of revelations, as the clois- 
tered intimacy of the stairs gives way to spec- 
tacular views in all directions through the gal- 
leries above and below. The constantly shifting 
perspectives of the artwork, the white spaces 
that surround them, the maple stairs and the 
light pouring in from above create a truly 
breathtaking experience. 


TOO MUCH GOOD THING 
LULU CHOW WANG CAMPUS CENTER, WELLESLEY 
COLLEGE, 2004. ARCHITECTS: MACK SCOGIN, MER- 
RILL ELAM. | C+ | Scogin and Elam are among 
the most inventive architects working today, 
and their dramatic hillside Campus Center is 
filled with explosive energy, dramatic spaces, 
and amazing details. So why does this build- 
ing end up feeling like such a mess? Perhaps 
because its fractured forms and impacted 
rooms lack coherent organization that holds 
them all together. 

The interior is stuffed full of winding walls 
and corridors that clog up the works. Where’s 
the weed wacker when you need it? On the 
outside, the jutting roofs and rooms hoisted 
up on columns seem to be arranged arbitrarily 
rather than growing out of the landscape or 
the building's internal structure. 

The center is a nonstop party, giving giddy 
expression to college life. But where are the 
thought, discipline, and self-control you need 
on Monday morning? 


10. BAD BOY CAMPUS 

SHAPIRO CAMPUS CENTER, BRANDEIS 
UNIVERSITY, 2002. CHARLES ROSE ARCHITECTS. | 
B+ | Although the post-World War II Brandeis 
campus is filled with well-done modern archi- 
tecture, the overall planning doesn’t give a 
sense of the collegiate spirit. Buildings are 
designed as monuments independent of one 
another, and do little to define greens, 
quadrangles, and commons as they do on 
older campuses. 

The new campus center takes a smarter de- 
sign approach; it flaunts its modernity while 
defining space in a more traditional way. The 
building front angles around to form the back- 
drop for a spacious lawn — an outdoor room for 
gatherings. 

Unlike other law-abiding campus buildings 
with their regular rows of columns and evenly 
spaced windows, the Shapiro Center is more 
about breaking the rules. The copper-clad walls 
are fractured to allow light to flow in between 
them and into an interior atrium that provides 
a much-needed focus for the university. The 
angularity all the elements gives the build- 
ing an undeniable joie de vivre, although it may 
be a little too unresolved and willful to stand 
the test of time. 

Would bland and boring be better? There’s 
plenty time for that after graduation.

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ADVICE FOR TRANSFER STUDENTS, 


HOW DUMP YOUR COLLEGE 


The unfaithful 
scholar 


Perhaps you were lured the promise original 

Abraham Lincoln speeches (Boston College) castle 

(Emerson’s Kasteel Well, century landmark 
the Netherlands). maybe you had inexplicable 
weakness for the school’s elephant mascot (Tufts’s Jumbo). 


Whatever the original attraction, you've been 
in school for a while and the wool is off. Your 
college campus isn’t quite as shiny as the 
brochures made it out to be. Never mind the 
fact that the classes are nap inducing and your 
department doesn’t offer the programs you 
want. Once you realize your school’s iPod give- 
away isn’t all it’s cracked up to be (I'm looking 
at you, Duke), you may finally accept that it’s 
time to move on 

“I'm always struck by how few students 
consider transferring, even when they’re un- 
happy with their current situation,” writes 
Gary McKissick, a political-science professor at 
Tufts University and undergrad transfer stu- 
dent himself. “The initial choice of school is 
an incredibly hard and freighted decision for 
your average 18-year-old (and her or his fami- 
ly). The notion that we get it right every time 
is simply not tenable.” 

If you're in a rocky relationship with your 
current school, say goodbye to old, musty 
dorms. Hello, new love. You have several mil- 
lion eligible schools to choose from (actually, 
4216 according to the National Center for Edu- 
cation Statistics). And you're not alone. At last 
check, the national transfer rate between 
four-year schools was 26 percent. The rate of 
students transferring from two-year to four- 
year schools is as high at 42 percent. 

Here, my TXFR-seeking friend, by way of 
case studies and expert advice, are some 
things to take into consideration before you 
take the plunge. 


CONSIDER YOUR OPTIONS 
NEUTRALLY 


“A lot of students see transferring as, in some 
respects, an admission of failure or some- 
thing, as if transferring means they ‘can’t cut 
it’ where they are. . . . I try to discourage that 
mindset,” says Tufts’s McKissick. 

At the same time, you need to weigh your 
desire to cut bait against financial and emo- 
tional concerns. Ask yourself a number of ques- 
tions, the first being, “Why do I want to leave?” 

To phrase it in extremes, poor reasons to 
transfer include: smelly classrooms, strange 


paint colors, and a dearth of Uggs. A good rea- 
son to transfer? You settled for your current 
school because of last-minute considerations 
in the application process. Hey, it happens. 
Newton native Julia Throop knew she wanted 
to transfer to a different school the day she en- 
rolled at Suffolk University. So she made it her 
business to get out. 

“I had applied to schools all over the coun- 
try,” Throop says, “and then I realized that all | 
wanted to do is go to school close to home.” 
She settled for Suffolk, but later transferred to 
Boston University. 

Even if you signed up enthusiastically for 
your school, you may find you've entered into 
a less-than-perfect situation. Kerri Maddock, 
for instance, arrived at Villanova only to find 
it chock-full of sororities and “in the middle of 
nowhere.” While home on winter break, Kerri 
realized she didn’t want to return; she ended 
up transferring to Boston College. 

There are endless explanations as to why 
you may want to leave: maybe you hate every 
person on campus or every person on campus 
hates you. Perhaps the school’s programs 
don’t mesh with your interests, or classes are 
too difficult or not challenging enough. In any 
case, if a big piece of the puzzle is missing, it 
may be too difficult for you to work around. 


KNOW THE ODDS 


Depending on your target school, your chances 
of being accepted as a transfer may be lower 
than your chances of being accepted as a fresh- 
man. The admission rate for transfer students 
at MIT, for example, is lower than the school’s 
already-minuscule 13-percent admission rate 
for freshmen applicants. 

But there’s hope. At Tufts, odds vary from 
semester to semester, according to Matthew 
Hyde, assistant director of admissions. And 
at BU, transfer and freshman admission 
rates are about equal. Heck, Emerson may 
even like you better as a temerarious transfer 
(freshmen admitted: 46 percent versus trans- 
fers: 53 percent). Overall, your odds will de- 
pend a lot on where you're looking to go, how 
compares your current school, and the 


size of your class at the school where you 
want to transfer. 


COUNT YOUR CHANGE 


Even if you've fallen head-over-heels in love 
with a new school, you need to take into ac- 
count whether bank officers will be banging 
on your door after you graduate. After all, 
love without money sure ain't funny, honey. 
Nationwide, annual tuition, fees, room, and 
board at post-secondary schools hit a hair- 
raising average of $24,636 in 2004. 

That said, you may want to consider trans- 
ferring sooner rather than later — not only 
will have more time at your new school, but 
you will also have fewer credits to petition for 
in the new system. Keep in mind that some 
schools allot less financial-aid funding for 
transfer students. Although Federal student 
aid in the form of Pell grants and Perkins and 
Stafford loans works at any school, it is gener- 
ally designed for four years of continuous en- 
rollment. So time off between schools or 
problems with transferring credits can create 
financial headaches. 

To help make the switch as smooth as pos- 
sible, save your syllabi and talk to counselors 
at both schools. Emerson's assistant director 
of admissions, Amy Flynn, says she advises 
students to take general courses if they plan 
to transfer, as those credits are more likely to 
be accepted by the next school. 


TALK 


After collecting solid data, talk to someone 
you trust. Tell your parents; tell your friends. 
“lL learned a lot from talking to older students 
(hearing many of them say they wished 
they'd transferred but now felt stuck there, 
too late to transfer),” writes McKissick. 


SPREAD YOURSELF AROUND 
You may feel sleazy running game on another 
school while still enrolled in the first, but wipe 
that shame away and approach lots of colleges 
— the way Lyle Lovett might if he were hitting 
on a bar full of women. 

“You just can’t put all your eggs in one 
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basket,” says MIT's associate director of admis- 
sions Joanne Cummings. Schools often have 
two application deadlines — one in the fall and 
one in the spring — so you may have several op- 
portunities to research and apply to a college. 


DOCUMENT YOURSELF 


Approach trustworthy professors for letters of 
recommendation, which typically figure 
more prominently with transfer applications 
than with freshman applications. 

In this respect, Throop lucked out. “At 
first, I wasn’t sure of how to go about [get- 
ting a recommendation], and I just handed 
one professor an envelope with the address of 
the school to which I was applying to trans- 
fer — no stamp, no nothing,” she says. 
Thankfully, one of her professors pointed 
toward the recommendation form that 
accompanies the Common Application. “I 
was so lucky to have sympathetic professors 
to guide me,” she says. 

Remember to have your school send out 
your transcript. Throop advises taking advan- 
tage of the old adage, “Students stick togeth- 
er.” Talk to employees at student services 
about getting your transcript taken care of. It 
may be smoother than other points of contact. 


LET DOWN EASY 


Once you get into a second school, allow your- 
self to pump your fist and emit a subdued 
“Yessssss!” with computer or mail in hand, 
or, as Maddock did, jump around the kitchen 
shrieking in delight. Be proactive about sepa- 
rating yourself from your school. This process 
usually involves withdrawal forms, a trip to 
the dean’s office, or another formal procedure 
that varies depending on the school. 

Plus, prepare yourself for exit interviews. 
Tanesha Wright, who transferred from New 
York's Hartwick College to BC, however, says 
that the process is not terribly awkward. 


FIRM 


After leaving Villanova for BC, Maddock con- 
tinued to receive e-mail and snail mail from 
her former school. She has learned to ignore it. 


TRY MAKE WORK 


Most of all, get down with your buggy self 
and meet people, open books, and find new 
places. Remember Tai, from the 1995 teen 
movie Clueless, who transferred and skyrocket- 
ed to enormous popularity in her new digs? 
Don't be fooled; that was Hollywood (and 
high school). 

“Some [transfer students] . . . come in 
with the idea that they've ‘been here, done 
that before,’ ” says Maddock. “You've got to 
realize that you need to make the effort to go 
out and meet people. Sometimes think 
know more people than some other 
friends who have been here from the begin- 
ning, because I’ve been making an effort 
since I got here.” ©

The polls tell ugly story but the 
movies have even darker tale tell. 

takes least year produce film 
(and sometimes decades get one off the 
ground, from script final cut), but 
somehow, when these projects reach com- 
pletion, they often tap into the deepest 
anxieties and desires their audience. 
They provide mirror the culture’s sub- 
conscious, distorted sometimes, but legi- 
ble nonetheless. The great film critic 
Siegfried Kracauer thought much, and 
used that insight trace the political 
landscape Germany from the end 
World War the rise Nazism his 
classic book From Caligari Hitler. 

Applying similar interpretation 
some this year’s high-profile releases, 
the message clear: off with their heads. 
All the King’s Men, The Last King Scotland, 
The The Queen, Marie Antoinette, 
not movies which Republican 
administration and Congress could find 
much comfort. 

Rather, they chart deep and growing dis- 
content, the dismay people who have 
suffered patiently through years deceit, 
incompetence, abuse power, and arro- 
the surface, perhaps, their out- 
rage has been muted, even silent, because 
that how good Americans behave 
times trouble. But deeper level, 
those places where doubt and anger grow, 
places explored dreams and movies, 
changes are already under way. 


TAKING DOWN NIXON 

This would not the first time movies 
prefigured drastic change regimes. 
Back in 1972, after one of the most lop- 
sided presidential-election victories 
history, Richard Nixon seemed invinci- 
ble. But even then the movie screens 
hinted trouble. Francis Ford 
The Godfather (1972) ruled the box office and 
the Oscars. The film was a masterpiece, 
but part its appeal lay its suggestion 
that the mafia was the shadow image of 
the so-called legitimate government. 

1973, the movies had progressed 
from suggestion to assassination. The 
target in Day of the Jackal (1973) was 
Charles de Gaulle; in Executive Action 
(1973), JFK. But, perhaps unconsciously, 
audiences with growing doubts about 
the government were seeing the people 
and party then in charge through the 
crosshairs. 

The following year, suspicions about 
who was really running the country took 
overt shape in films. Alan J. Pakula’s The 
Parallax View (1974), a pre-Oliver Stone 
assassination-conspiracy thriller starring 
Warren Beatty (fresh from the disappoint- 
ment of serving as George McGovern’s 
advisor in the '72 election), posited a 
Halliburton-like multinational corpora- 
tion pulling the strings governments 
around the world. Sydney Pollack’s Three 
Days of the Condor (1974), a spy thriller about 
murdered CIA agents starring Robert 
Redford, cast the CIA itself as the villain. 

films drifted deeper into paranoia 
and disillusionment, Richard Nixon 
resigned on August 8, 1974, and the 
Democrats won back Congress Novem- 
ber. the time All the Men 
came out in 1976, Jimmy Carter was on 
the road taking back the White House 
for the Democrats. development for 
several years before its release in 1977, 
Star Wars, the mother of all evil-empire 
films, was described director George 
Lucas loose allegory the overthrow 
both the Nazi regime and the Nixon 
administration. 

Did these films offer premonitions Re- 
publican downfall? were they manifes- 
tations Hollywood’s usual liberal bias? 
The canards conservative critics notwith- 
standing, the film industry, like any other, 
would not last long indulged its politi- 
cal biases the expense profits. makes 
money selling tickets for entertainment 
that fulfills the fantasies its audiences, 
many which are political. And when 
comes being political, Hollywood can’t 
afford partisan; must strive for the 
middle the road the lowest common 
denominator. Like politicians, must 
gauge the public mood and cash it. 


CLINTON WAS NOT IMMUNE 
Beginning 1996, when Bill Clinton hand- 
ily won second term, the films being re- 
leased were almost uncannily prescient 
the doom come. 

Alongside president-as-action-hero 
films, such Roland Emmerich’s 1996 Inde- 
pendence Day (President Bill Paxton leads 
triumphant counterattack against the 
aliens) and Wolfgang Peterson's 1997 Air 
Force One (President Harrison Ford battles 
terrorists who have hijacked the title 
plane), emerged more realistic plot lines. As 
the Whitewater investigation plugged along 
and Paula Jones pushed her law suit, film- 
makers started pitching hints the presi- 
dent’s extracurricular activities box-office 
bait. Absolute Power (1997), Clint Eastwood 
the only witness the adulterer

ry Levinson’s creepily prophetic Wag the Dog 
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BUSH AND THE BOX OFFICE 
The first real attempt at taking on Bush, 
Paul Weitz's American Dreamz (2006), didn't 
seem likely to encourage imitators. 

Dennis Quaid, aping George plays the 
president as a loveable dolt whose only 
flaws are credulousness and ignorance, and 
who allows his unprincipled handlers 
(Willem Dafoe plays a fusion of Cheney and 
Rumsfeld that more disturbing than his 
Max Schreck in Shadow of the Vampire) to ma- 
nipulate him into folly. His nemesis ter- 
rorist named Omer, an endearing bumbler 
with love show tunes who’s manipulat- 
unprincipled Osama-types. They will 
meet on an American Idol-like TV show: will 
Omer assassinate the president or will they 
get along? 

Perhaps Weitz lost some of his satiri- 
cal edge when terrorists struck the Lon- 
don subway system in July 2005 while he 
was in the midst of production (he has 
denied this in interviews). Whatever the 
reason, his lampoon proved too limp to 
please the anti-Bush crowd, too pointed 
for the supporters, and too 
boring for those in between. Worst of 
all, it alienated American Idol fans, per- 
haps the only demographic that mat- 
ters. was dismal failure. 

too was All the King’s Men, Stephen 
Zaillian’s remake of the 1949 Oscar-win- 
ning adaptation Robert Penn War- 
doorstop great American 


novel. Based the rise and fall De- 
pression-era Louisiana demagogue Huey 
Long, it’s the story of Willie Stark, an 
idealist who learns pragmatic politics, 
acquires near dictatorial power, and 
grows correspondingly corrupt. Maybe 
the prospect of seeing Sean Penn as 
Stark deliver speeches for two hours put 
people off. Maybe was the lack any 
attempt establish topical relevance 
(the first version played off the specter 
of Joseph McCarthy, with look-alike 
Broderick Crawford in the lead). Lookin 
back, Zaillian blew big opportunity 
contemporary hook, though could 
hardly have known about it at the time. 
Just months after finished shooting 
on location in the New Orleans area, 
Hurricane Katrina struck, laying waste 
to the region and to Bush's poll ratings. 

Although was bust with audi- 
ences and critics, All the King’s Men set 
paradigm repeated more successfully 
in other films. Unlike American Dreamz, 
which posed the president Candide- 
like character undone by bad men, in 
Zaillian’s film the leader himself choos- 
es evil, misleads his or her innocent fol- 
lowers (or cynical reporters, like Jude 
Law’s Jack Burden), and betrays them. 

Such is also the case with Kevin 
MacDonald's portrayal of Idi Amin in The 
Last King of Scotland, an adaptation of a 
novel by Giles Foden. Played by Forest 
Whitaker, a sure Oscar nominee, Amin 
is a man of the people, boasting of his 
bluntness, brute simplicity, and lack of 
sophistication. Sound familiar? He se- 
duces the populace and 
also Nicholas Garrigan 
(James MacAvoy), a young 
physician from Scotland 
who should know better 
but gets drawn into 
Amin’s increasingly in- 
sane and murderous 
schemes of oppression 
and war. Liberal apolo- 
gists for Iraq, take note, 
although that war’s cur- 
rent estimated death toll 
of 650,000 still falls short 
of Amin’s 900,000. 

This theme of true be- 
lievers betrayed bodes ill 
for party now under seri- 
ous reconsideration by the 
religious fundamentalists 
and extreme conservatives 
who put them power. 
They might also want 
watch with attentive 
eye Martin Scorsese’s The 
Departed, which not only 
earned the director his 
biggest opening-weekend 
box office ever, but also 
might put him track 
for his first Oscar. 

Like Stark and Amin, 
mob boss Frank Costello, 
played antic Jack Nicholson and 
based apparently on local legend Whitey 
Bulger, rose power from the brutal 
streets of Southie, inspiring dedication 
from those drawn his ruthless pursuit 
power and his fierce enforcement 
loyalty. He’s the Godfather the new 
millennium, and, can expected, 
some respond his charisma with am- 
bivalence. For example, his henchman 
Billy Costigan (Leonardo DiCaprio) also 
mole for the state police. But then 
state-police detective Colin Sullivan 
(Matt Damon) also mole for Costello. 
With such blurred distinctions, what's 
the difference between mob rule and the 
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rule of law? And what happens when a 
leader claiming infallibility and total 
power starts raising doubts about both 
among his devotees? In Scorsese’s world, 
heads will roll. 

All the King’s Men, The Last King of Scotland, 
and The Departed all focus on a charismatic 
leader who draws the will the com- 
mon people for his authority. Lately, 
though, the GOP seems to have lost touch 
with everything but its own hermetic in- 
trigues, its myopic world view, and its 
craven need for self-perpetuation. They 
have grown atavistic, extraneous, and be- 
leaguered — not unlike, say, the British 
monarchy. 

The Royal Family Stephen Frears’s 
The Queen less estranged from the 
people than our current administration. 
another Oscar-bound performance, 
Helen Mirren plays Elizabeth trying 
come grips with the celebrity culture 
and media saturation that has taken over 
the occasion Princess Diana’s death. 

more adept orchestrating these new 
and superficial forces his advantage 
newly elected Labour prime minister Tony 
Blair (Michael Sheen). He can barely con- 
tain his glee when, through his manipu- 
lation, the Royals manage shed little 
tradition order preserve some 
their validity. The wily queen knows how 
the balance of power has shifted, and, 
gifted with screenwriter Peter Morgan's 
prophetic hindsight, intones, sibyl-like, 
“One day, quite suddenly and without 
warning, the same will happen you.” 

Oh, Fortuna! Actually, the reversal of 
fortune has been high 
concept at least since 
Oresteia and 
Sophocles’s Oedipus. As 
Shakespeare puts it, peo- 
ple love hear “sad stories 
on the death of kings,” a 
taste exploited boffo 
hits from Richard King 
Lear. In her dreamlike Marie 
Antoinette, Sofia Coppola 
seems at first to draw more 
this tradition tragedy 
than the genre the 
period picture. Anachro- 
nistic touches, such as ’80s 
rock on the soundtrack, 
make the story seem more 
surreal and universal. And 
the end, packs great 
topical impact. 

Played by a luminous 
Kirsten Dunst, the title 
queen seem have 
much common with 
current leaders, apart from 
her frivolous spending and 
total isolation from the 
needs and miseries her 
people. Rather, with her 
taste for clothes, confec- 
tions, and gossip, her em- 
bodiment celebrity wor- 
ship and scandal, Coppola’s Marie 
Antoinette might any member to- 
day’s consumer culture, from 
shopping mall Madonna adopting 
kid Malawi. And here, the movie could 
presage broader shifts in American politi- 
cal culture than anything seen during 
Watergate later: the end Marie 
Antoinette, when the army the dispos- 
sessed storm Versailles, the heads they 
howl for might well ourown.

Oishii Boston 


High prices, worthy rewards 


ROLL WITH Among other great choices, the makimoto Oishii Boston excellent. 


The old thrill the original Oishii restaurant 
Chestnut Hill was grab one about nine 
seats and watch Ting San, Nobu-level master 
and innovator, make unusual sushi for you. 
Now has parlayed that cult success into 
expensive South End assault the highest 
reaches of Japanese food in the US, at admit- 
tedly New York prices. It’s a huge gamble, 

but the new Oishii is holding all the culinary 
cards. The only drawback right now that the 
dining rooms are somewhat uncomfortable, 
especially the ears. Someone persuaded Ting 
San that fairly simple, bouncy, ugly techno is 
what slick-looking lounge should sound like. 
It may be so, but it’s hard to think of another 
chef who has permitted such good food 
appear with such dismal fanfare. 

And what food it is! We began with a 
complimentary bit of squid salad on a Chi- 
nese soup spoon, and it’s a supreme mouth- 
ful: slightly chewy squid bright, herbal 
sesame-soy dressing. Next was good 
but familiar order of edamame ($6), fresh 
green soybeans in the salty pods, served 
no-handle teacup. Then, sashimis 
three types of tuna ($4/piece): kampachi, 
hamachi, and albacore. In that order, they 
were rich (and picked with tiny slices 
Japanese lime), a bit leaner, and meltingly 
rich with extra layers flavor. Tasting 
three tunas together brought out nuances 
freshness and complexity that raw seafood 
doesn’t always have. It’s clear that Oishii is 
both attuned to the New England tuna sea- 
son progress and purchasing the best 
airmail products the market. 

Asecond flight sashimis brought 
special Japanese matsutake pine mush- 
rooms ($6/each). picked related spe- 
cies Cape Cod and Vermont. But these 
were petite, caught at the densest button 
stage, and very lightly grilled bring out the 


aroma. They are tremendously prestigious 
and expensive Japan, and rarely ever 
— featured on a Boston menu. Still, I prefer 
the spicy aroma the local cousins. 

also tried two kinds broiled eel: fresh 
($4) and salt-water ($4.50). The former the 
rich-flavored eel popular many sushi bars. 
The latter is more subtly flavored: still rich, 
but more like boiled fish unusual treat. 

Then there the creation: seared 
toro sandwiches ($20). These were meltingly 
rich pieces bluefin belly tuna think 
foie gras with very slight flavor the sea, 
sandwiched between square “potato chips” 
made from rice, and decorated with a bit of 
gold leaf. Richness modulates into another 
key with order black pork gyoza ($8), 
six of the plumpest, thin-skinned, delicious 
Peking ravioli ever, made from the meat of 
heirloom Black Berkshire pigs. It’s followed 
by an order of grilled black cod ($18), the same 
fish call sable and enjoy smoked deli. 
Japan, sable makes perfect bar food. It’s 
incredibly rich whitefish, broiled fresh with 
a sweet miso glaze and a savory, caramelized 
skin. One these and couple makimono 
might make light dinner for two. 

Speaking makimono, Ting San has 
trained his staff roll them thinner and 
has developed several new combinations. 
“The Maki” ($23) most resembles the old 
ones from Chestnut Hill, with eight pieces 
filled with toro and pickle, topped with 
spicy red sauce and microtome slice 
for kick.

The beef rolled around rice 
and vegetable, and topped with perfect 
cube pear and micro chive.

limes ($23) allowed us to focus on the tart 
flavor of Japanese limes, intense in flavor 
rather than acidity. 

Oishii has a menu of “entrées,” from 
which we ordered pan-seared halibut ($32). | 

it came on a large plate, vertical in thata 
nice piece halibut was mountedonaraft 
grilled asparagus with thin potato-lace 
fried wafer. Since that’s really not enough 
starch, it came with a teacup of sticky, fra- 
grant Japanese rice. 

Oishii has lengthy list domestic and 
imported sake, but went for the regular 
wine list. Although it starts at $30 and climbs 
rapidly, it’s well selected for the food, with 
lot Pacific Northwest wines that seem 
made for fusion dishes. However, you 
go higher than the 2005 Hope verdelho from 
Australia ($30), a dry but fruity Iberian grape, 

rith enough spice to match sushi and almost 
enough acidity to cut it. Oishii will also let 
you bring your own wine and will serve it for a 
corkage fee. 

Oishii doesn’t feature many desserts, but 
there are at least two good ones. The menu 
warns you to order the molten chocolate 
cake ($15) 12 minutes ahead — actually, it 
should be more like 15 — and it’s worth it; 
the result cup perfect fallen chocolate 
cake. Green-tea tiramisu ($8) is a spin on 
favorite western dessert, with the 
whipped cream dyed pale green and served 
over only few ladyfingers. 

Service important restaurant like 
Oishii, which nods European conventions 
of a three- and four-course meal.
